“If tne Filipinos were allowed inde­ 
pendence now it w->uld rosult in fight- 
feg between the leaders, which would 
he more disastrous than any revolution 
w h ich has hitherto broken out. Agui­ 
naldo^ following is slim. and if there 
was an ejection today I do not believe 
he would be chosen president. ” 
Tho trend of General M erritt’s evi 
deuce, or advice, furnished to the 
guiled States peace commission at 
Paris, may be gathered from the fol­ 
lowing statements which he made here: 
••while some of the Filipinos are 
able, I am not acquainted with any one 
at th em w h o is capable of governing. 
•I do not believe the insurgents will 
moist the Americans. But there is one 
eersainty—they will never submit again 
ta be ruled by the Spaniards. 
“If America takes possession of the 
Fhilippiue islands it will result in a 
new era to the Filipinos aud for oui 
awn country. 
I he islands are of im* 
un us strategic value, cavally and com- 
aer chill/, and may be easily defended.*’

W ashington, Oct. 20.—While no time 
has been set for the final adjournment 
cf the Episcopal convention, the at­ 
tendance is beginning to fall off and 
deputies are leaving tor home.

VY hen con sideration of the constitn- 
cion was resumed, article 6, relating 
co the establishment of missionary dis­ 
tricts, and article 2, relating to a bish- 
ap s exerc.se of his offices outside his di­ 
sc* se, were agreed to with amendments 
made by the bishops. 
in tile house of bishops what is known 
as tile Huntington amendment, looking 
toward church unity, was adopted. The 
intendment authorizes bishops to take 
ruder their spiritual guidance congrega­ 
tions which aocept the essential tenets 
of the church, although they do not 
Gtrietiv observe the church ritual. The 
amendment was adopted with minor 
sluing es as part of the canons instead 
of the constitution.

L ondon, Oct. 20.—The speech of Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beech at North Shields 
has deeply impressed England, and the 
utmost concern is felt as to how France 
will receive it. 
Most of the morning papers elaborate 
some of the excited descriptions of the 
belligerent precautions of France. 
The Paris correspondent of 
The 
Daily Mail says: “ in Toulon and Brest 
every nerve is strained to get ready for 
war, which may break out on short 
notice, 
The Paris press is growing 
more and more determined to back ap 
extreme measures, even a resort to 
arms. 
The French have been exces­ 
sively piqued by the threatening tone 
of the English papers, which is a more 
likely casus belli than the mere question 
of t ashoda. 
“Consequently, the outlook here is 
grave. 
Tnere are reports of troops, 
hurrying from Paris to Brest and 
i Toulon. The artillery in the batteries 
| and at the various ports have been con- 
i fidentially instructed for any emergency, 
; and the cannon at all the forts and bat­ 
teries are kept ready for action at any 
moment. 
Today (Wednesday) there 
was a prolonged war council at Brest 
of the chiefs of the various services, 
aud M. Lockroy is hastily returning to 
Toulon on account of the gravity of the 
situation.**

W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 30.—While no time 
has beeu set for the final adjournment 
f the Episcopal convention, the a t­ 
tendance is beginning to fall off and 
ieputies are leaving tor home.

as the Huntington amendment, looking 
toward church unity, was adopted. The 
amendment authorizes bishops to take 
VUU or their spiritual guidance oongrega- 
nous which accept the essential tenets 
of the church, although they do not 
litricily observe the church ritual.

amendment was adopted with minor 
changes as part of the canons instead 
of the constitution.

20.—The speech of Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beech at North Shields 
has deeply impressed England, and the 
utmost concern is felt as to how France 
will receive it. 
Most of the morning papers elaborate 
some of the excited descriptions of the 
belligerent precautions of France.

Daily Mail says: “ In Toulon aud Brest 
every nerve is strained to get ready for 
war, which may break out on short 
notice, 
Tho Paris press is growing 
more aud more determined to back up 
extreme measures, even a resort to 
arms. 
The French have been exces­ 
sively piqued by the threatening tone 
of the English papers, which is a more 
likely casus belli than the mere question 
of i asfioda. 
“Consequently, the outlook here is 
grave. 
Tnere are reports of troops 
hurrying from Paris to Brest and 
Toulon. The artillery in the batteries 
and at the various ports have been con­ 
fidentially instructed for any emergency, 
and the cannon at all the forts and bat­ 
teries are kept ready for action at any 
moment. 
Today (Wednesday) there 
was a prolonged war council at Brest 
of the chiefs of the various services, 
aud M. Lockroy is hastily returning to 
Toulon on account of the gravity of the 
situation.”

Michael Hicks-Beach said in 
part: 
“It is impossible for France to main­ 
tain that sho baa political rights at 
Fashoda. 
She has naturally aud prop­ 
erly asked lur time to receive Major 
Marchand’s leport, but until the con­ 
trary is proved, I decline to believe that 
France will refuse to withdraw. 
If she 
relists the m atter would assume an 
asp! ct as grave as is possible between 
two great nations.

AROUND THE HORN TO HONOLULU 


What the Sqnadron May Expect to 
Encoanter Racing Down the At* 
Ian tic and Up the Pacific—Probable 
Rate of Progreso—Colliers Will Ac­ 
company Them — Different Routes 
That May Bo Selected. 


M n. Davik, a well educated lady who 
once lived happily with her family in 
Armenia, is in the city. 
Mrs. Davik ie the wife of a native 
who became attached to the Christian 
belief and took np the work of preach 
tag to his people. They were persecuted 
for years, and eventually were com 
polled to leave their home and with their 
nine children fly to this country, be 
lieved by all the Armenians co be 
a plaoe of refuge. 
Mrs. Davik has 
a number of near relatives who are 
connected 
with 
the 
government, 
bat so strong was the feeling of the 
Turks against them that they were 
compelled to leave to save their lives. 
Rev. Mr. Davis preached to his people 
85 years before they gave ap the strag­ 
gle. Some of their relatives were mur­ 
dered by the Turks. 
Upon coming to this country they de­ 
cided to settle in the Pittsburg district, 
where there are many Armenians, Mr.

The distance from New York to Bahia, 
Brazi I, is 4,1 OO miles. This is the length 
of line our battleships Oregon, nuder 
the command of 
Captain Albert G. 
Barker, and Iowa, under the command 
of Captain Silas W. Terry, will have to 
travel on the provisions and coal they 
will carry in them on the first leg of 
their journey to Manila. 
The sqnadron should make an anchor­ 
age in Bahia about 16 days after leav­ 
ing New York, allowing its rate of 
progress to be IO knots, or 250 miles a 
day. 
When the Oregon came north from 
Bahia, via Barbados and Jupiter, to 
Key West last May, she covered 4,192 
miles in 15 days. This is at the rate of 
279 miles a day, or 11.6 knots, and Rho 
consumed 1,176.4 tons of ooal. 
She 
could do this over again on the way 
back were ic considered advisable, for 
the total ooal capacity of this ship is 
abont 1,600 tons, and the Iowa’s stow­ 
age is larger. Further, colliers are al­ 
ready en route to Bahia to meet the 
ships on their arrival, so that the Ore­ 
gon and Iowa need not economize in 
ooal if great haste be necessary. 
If our ships should leave Sandy Point 
the first week in November and steam 
at the rate of 250 miles a day, they 
woald reaoh the Galapagos in abont 15 
days, say, by Nov. 20. 
A stay of three 
or four days would be sufficient for coal­ 
ing and cleaning np, and by the 25th 
the sqnadron should leave for Honolulu 
and reach that port, 4,700 miles distant, 
ta 19 days at most, say, by Dec. IO. 
Bahia de Todos I os Santos, or Bay of 
All Saints, as a plaoe of oall for vessels, 
is very convenient. It is healthy and 
easy of ingress and egress without the 
aid of a pilot 
Bahia, or San Salvador, 
stands on elevated land two miles ninth 
of the entrance point of the spacious bay. 
Probably a stay of three days will be 
ong enough to enable them to fill up 
from the colliers awaiting them there. 
When away, they w ill stand to the 
southward for Magellan strait, 8,000 
miles distant 
During the months of October and 
November, about the time when our 
squadron will be well down toward the 
Falkland islands, galer of wind are fre­ 
quent in the Strath Atlantic. They com­ 
mence blowing from the northwest, and 
then tarn to the southwest and kick up 
heavy sea that will be right in the 
teeth of the ships, and perhaps roll over 
their bows aud shake things up a little, 
but this is only what is to be expected 
in the neighborhood of Cape Horn. 
The ships w ill now be nearing the 
end of the first half of their long jour­ 
ney, and Cape Virgin, the eastern en­ 
trance of the strait of Magellan, lying 
to the west of the Falkland island pas­ 
sage, w ill be Boon sighted. The way 
down has been a long one, approximate­ 
ly 7,000 miles over deep water, yet it 
has been on the whole a fair weather 
voyage. 
If a speed of 250 miles a day 
can be maintained, and that is what it 
is thought will be the paoe, a month 
w ill see our vessels stopping off the 
half way house, Sandy Point, located 
midway between the two mighty oceans. 
It will be Nov. I by that time, and 
the weather, though it will be the 
spring of the year in those climes, will 
be cool, abont 60 degrees. Sixty degrees 
of temperature when a gale is blowing 
is cold, and our sqnadron is almost sure 
to enter the quieter waters of the strait 
through the teeth of just snob a heavy 
blow 
Bnt the mad Atlantic will be left 
astern after entering the strait of Ma­ 
gellan, the inside passage connecting 
the Atlantic with the Pacific, and a run 
of 150 miles w ill bring the sqnadron to 
Sandy Point, or Punta Arenas, the 
southernmost settlement of the Anten­ 
oon continent, where the anchors will 
be let go and the ships will ride the 
smooth water. 
“ All hands ooal ship” will be the or­ 
der of the day, and the colliers that are 
to go back to the eastern ports of the 
United States w ill be emptied of their 
precious cargo. At Sandy Point the en­ 
gines will be tuned up, the boilers over­ 
hauled, the machinery repaired and 
everything made shipshape for the next 
long ran np the Pacific to Honolulu. 
From Sandy Point to the westward, 
through the inside passages along the 
coasts of Chile and Patagonia, is a taip 
well worth the taking, for here in a 
hundred miles may be beheld scenery of 
unparalleled magnificence. At times our 
squadron will steam through a deep 
waterway between high, bare walls of 
solid took. 
At others towering barren 
cliffs of stone will lie close aboard. 
Here will be seen lofty snow capped 
peaks and weather scarred mountains, 
and there will be met steel bine glaciers 
funning fiom the furrowed sides of sur­ 
rounding chains down to the water’s 
edge. 
Green grass and bleak winter 


stand side by side, ana san ana rain atm 
snow follow one another as swiftly as 
the passing moments. 
When the Oregon and Iowa steam 
through the Magellan strait, the season 
there will be tho springtime, but it will 
be bot and cold and wet and dry ail in 
an horn, and whereas a white uniform 
may be pleasant for one minute an over­ 
coat will be needed the next. 
Storm 
birds, like the albatross, goneys, cape 
pigeons and paddle wheel ducks, will fly 
shoat, but no robins or larks or sparrows 
will be beard in the land. 
Once oat of the strait the Pacific 
aoean will be steamed into, and the 
chances will be ten to one in favor of 
onr squadron catching a foal gale. 
In no part of the world do seas rise 
higher and winds blow harder than off 
the western exit of the strait of Magel­ 
lan. 
Lofty ships carry low sails in 
these Pacific waters, and the Oregon 
and the Iowa will surely not escape. 
They w ill have to give up for a time 
tearing through the mighty ocean and 
instead will be compelled to heave to, 
bring their heads np to meet the seas in 
their coming and just keep their mighty 
engines turning over so as to enable the 
ships to faoe the mnsio of the howling 
of the gale. 
Perhaps 12 hours of this sort of thing 
will be long enough for everybody on 
board to get wet and uncomfortable and 
maybe seasick. 
Each coming sea will 
wash over the decks and tear along the 
sides a smother of foam. The ships will 
plunge their noses into the briny deep 
as far as to their big turrets and then, 
a moment later, toss their rams high up 
oat of the water into the air. 
There will be rolling, too, plenty of 
it, from the guns on one side to the guns 
on the other, and there will be general 
discomfort. 
The mess will not find it 
an easy matter to have soup or liquids 
on the table. 
Indeed merely to sit in a 
chair w ill be a gymnastic performance 
Bnt gales, like all other things, will in 
time oorne to an end. 
Within a week onr good sqnadron, 
speeding to the northward, will be well 
beyond this region of tempests and bad 
weather, steaming into the long, easy 
seas of the south Pacific trade winds, 
and many days and nights of finest 
weather will follow. 
To make the Galapagos islands the 
course is to the northward for a dis­ 
tance of abont 3,900 miles from Sandy 
Point 
The Galapagos islands are situated 
nearly on the equator, 600 miles from 
the coast of Ecuador, to which politic­ 
ally they belong, but there is no govern­ 
ment 
Wreck bay (Porto Chico) is a 
snug anchorage in Chatham island, 
where perhaps our ships will go to coal 
ap and get some fresh fish and a few 
green vegetables. 
Bnt the question naturally arises, 
after glancing at the chart, why does 
the squadron go to the Galapagos? It is 
not on the route to Honolulu or to any 
other port, and it greatly increases the 
distance from Sandy Point to Honolnln, 
the shortest distance between which is 
6.400 miles. From Sandy Point to Gala­ 
pagos is 3,900 miles, thence to Hono­ 
lulu is 4,700 miles, a total of 8,600 
miles. 
If the Oregon and Iowa need to coal 
to run from the straits to the Sandwioh 
Islands, they • will find lying almost 
right in the track between the two ter­ 
minals the Marquesas islands, about 
4, IOO miles from Sandy Point and about 
9.400 miles from Honolnln. 
If, however, the Marquesas islands be 
selected as the roadhouse on the way to 
Hawaii, the sqnadron will reaoh there 
in abont 16 days and Honolulu, 2,400 
miles distant, in abont nine days more, 
and, allowing for a detention of four 
days ta Marquesas, the ships would ar 
rive in the harbor of Honolnln the first 
week in December. 
The Marquesas group, owned 
by 
France, lie in about latitude IO degrees 
south and longitude 140 degrees west. 
Nukuhiva is the principal island, and 
Anna Maria Bay is the principal settle­ 
ment. The harbor is a good one, though 
subject to violent squalls. 
Good beef, 
vegetables and bread can be obtained, 
tat at high prices. 
Leaving the Marquesas, the run ap to 
Honolulu can be comfortably made 
with smooth seas and gentle breezes, 
and, though the temperature will be 
high, the breezes will make it pleasant. 
Still another route may be pursued 
to Honolulu—namely, via Callao. This 
woald offer but few advantages over 
the Galapagos route, being of about the 
same length. At Callao a oable message 
could reach the ships and give informa­ 
tion of what further haste might be 
deemed advisable; also extensive re­ 
pairs coaid be made on shore, Callao 
being well equipped with machine 
shops and foundries. Further, the stock 
of ooal on board the colliers might be 
replenished, if from any cause it might 
be feared they would nm short before 
reaching Honolulu. 
Once at Honolnln the ships could be 
put into good trim and be ready for the 
next longrun of 5.000 miles across a 
smooth stretch of sea to Manila, to re­ 
port for duty to that great American 
sailor, Admiral George Dewey, United 
States Navy.—New York Herald.

The recent occupation af Omdunnuu 
by the Anglo-Egyptian forces in Egypt 
bas revived the interest of the British 
public in the fate of General Gordon. 
One of the most remarkable theories is 
that he was not actually killed by the 
Mahdists when they entered the belea­ 
guered city, but was either carried off in 
captivity or succeeded in making good 
his escape into the somber wilds of Af­ 
rica, where he now lives by choice. 
The foundation of this theory lies in 
the fact that instances of the kind have 
occurred before, notably the case of the 
French Colonel Flatters, who, in 1881, 
was supposed to have been massacred 
by the Touareg Arabs. The party was 
drawn into ambush by the enemy and 
cut to pieces. Only ten natives escaped, 
and each of these declared that he had 
seen the colonel fall under the spears of 
his assailants. The colonel was there­ 
fore mourned as dead. Time, however, 
proved that the mourning had been pre­ 
mature, for nearly 14 years afterward 
an official scoot of the army actually 
saw Colonel Flatters alive, although he 
was not permitted to hold conversation 
with bim. 
Neither Asiatics nor Africans are re­ 
markable for the veracity of their state­ 
ments, and the information received 
concerning the alleged death of General 
Gordon was identically of the same 
character as that elicited with regard to 
the death of the French colonel—name­ 
ly, by the evidence of a native. The 
fact, therefore, that Flatters is still 
alive gives rise to the hope that Gor­ 
don’s death may have been really the 
outcome of a native’s too vivid imagina­ 
tion. 
Those who knew Gordon well testify 
to his continual railings against the 
hypocrisy and veneer of modern civiliza­ 
tion. He was forever yearning for a life 
of complete seclusion or for one among 
simple and untutored savages. He gave 
strong expression to these views just 
prior to his departure for the Sudan in 
1884, and it is not absolutely unreason­ 
able to suppose he should have availed 
himself of the fall of Khartum—and 
what he believed to be the desertion of 
his countrymen, which must have put 
the crowning tonch to his bitterness 
against civilization—to disappear into 
the wilds of Africa. 
The British authorities in India are 
well aware that theie are numbers of 
English women, chiefly the daughters of 
officers killed during the great sepoy 
mutiny, who are at the present moment 
wearing out their lives in captivity be­ 
hind the bars of native zenanas. Some 
of them were mere infants at the time 
of their capture, while there are others 
who were already grown up when they 
first became unwilling inmates of the 
harem. 
Being no longer young, these 
latter would have been released long 
sinoe had not their owners feared the 
punishment that would be meted out to 
them by the British authorities were it 
to be known that they had retained 
English women in their zenanas against 
their will. 
Officers and soldiers who took part in 
the great mutiny with whom I have 
conversed upon the subject have often 
drawn my attention to the fact that, 
whereas the British troops found the re­ 
mains of thousands of Englishmen and 
English women who had been massacred 
by the natives at Cawnpnr, Delhi, 
Meerut and other places, they never 
found the corpses of any young girls or 
of female infants, and the case of Cap­ 
tain Ryan of the Gwalior contingent 
was cited among others as an illustra­ 
tion of this peculiarity. When order 
was established after the mutiny, the 
remains of Captain Ryan and his wife 
were discovered, bnt no trace whatso­ 
ever could be found of the three little 
daughters of the captain nor of thefonr 
or five young unmarried ladies who 
were on 
intimate terms with Mrs. 
Ryan, and who, on the outbreak of the 
insurrection, had sought refuge beneath 
her roof. 
More than once has the question been 
debated by the police magistrates in In­ 
dia as to whether it would not be possi­ 
ble to secure the release of these cap­ 
tives. 
They all agreed, however, that 
the project was impossible. It is against 
the policy of the government to inter­ 
fere with native prejudices, and few of 
these are so strong as those connected 
with the settlement of harem life. The 
list of those men and women who have 
mysteriously—voluntarily or involun­ 
tarily-disappeared from the midst of 
their friends, leaving no clew to their 
whereabouts, might be extended till sev 
oral columns were filled. I merely place 
here a few facts in support of the theory 
that General Gordon is still living a 
solitary life in some remote African dis­ 
trict, far from civilization and the 
shams and guiles which he abominated. 
—Cor. Cincinnati Enquirer.

AROUND THE HORN TO HONOLULU

What (hr Mqnadron M ay B iprrt to 
K n c o n D lr r IIsoiiiR Down the At­ 
lantic and Up the Pacific*—Probable 
Rate of Progress—Colliers W ill Ac­ 
company T h e m —- Different Routes 
That May Be Selected. 


The distance from New York to Bahia, 
Brazil, is 4, IOO miles. This is the length 
of line onr battleships Oregon, nuder 
the command of 
C aptain Albert O. 
Barker, and Iowa, under the command 
of Captain Silas W. Terry, w ill have to 
travel on the provisions and coal they 
will carry in them on the first leg of 
their journey to M anila. 
The squadron should make an anchor­ 
age in Bahia about 16 days after leav­ 
ing New York, allow ing its rate of 
progress to be IO knots, or 250 miles a 
day. 
When the Oregon came north from 
Bahia, via Barbados and Jupiter, to 
Key W est last May, she covered 4,192 
m iles in 15 daya This is a t the rate of 
279 miles a day, or 11.0 knots, and she 
consumed 1,170.4 tons of ooal. 
She 
could do this over again on the way 
back were it considered advisable, for 
the total aoal capacity of this ship is 
about 1,000 tons, and the Iow a’s stow­ 
age is larger. Further, colliers are al­ 
ready en ronte to Bahia to meet the 
ships on their arrival, so th at the Ore­ 
gon and Iowa need not economize in 
ooal if great haste be necessary. 
If onr ships should leave Sandy Point 
the first week in November and steam 
at the rate of 260 m iles a day, they 
would reach the Galapagos in about 15 
days, say, by Nov. 20. 
A stay of three 
or four days would be sufficient for Goal­ 
ing and cleaning up, and by the 25th 
the squadron should leave for Honolulu 
and reach that port, 4,700 miles distant, 
in 19 days at most, m y, by Dec. IO. 
Babia de Todos los Santos, or Bay of 
All Saints, as a place of Oft]I for vessels, 
is very convenient. 
It is healthy and 
easy of ingress and egress w ithout the 
aid of a pilot. 
Bahia, or San Salvador, 
stands on elevated land tw o miles noith 
of the entrance point of the spacious bay. 
Probably a stay of three days w ill be 
long enough to enable them to fill up 
from the colliers aw aiting them there. 
When away, they w ill stand to the 
southward for M agellan strait, 3,000 
m iles distant. 
D aring the m onths of October and 
November, abont the tim e when onr 
squadron w ill be w ell down toward the 
Falkland islands, gales of wind are fre­ 
quent in the South A tlan tia They com­ 
mence blowing from the northwest, and 
then turn to the southwest and kick up 
a heavy sea th at w ill be right in the 
teeth of the ships, and perhaps roll over 
their bows aud shake things ap a little, 
but this is only w hat is to be expected 
in the neighborhood of Cape Horn. 
The ships w ill now be nearing the 
end of the first half of their long jour­ 
ney, and Cape Virgin, the eastern en­ 
trance of the strait of Magellan, lying 
to the west of the Falkland island pas­ 
sage, w ill be soon sighted. 
The way 
down has been a long one, approximate­ 
ly 7,000 m iles over deep water, yet it 
bas been on the whole a fair weather 
voyage. 
If a speed of 250 miles a day 
can be m aintained, and th at is w hat it 
is thought w ill be the pace, a m onth 
w ill see onr vessels stopping off the 
half way boose, Sandy Point, located 
midway between the tw o m ighty oceans. 
It will be Nov. I by th at time, and 
the weather, though it w ill 
be the 
spring of the year in those climes, w ill 
be cool, about 00 degrees. Sixty degrees 
of tem perature when a gale is blowing 
is cold, and our squadron is almost sure 
to enter the quieter w aters of the strait 
through the teeth of ju st such a heavy 
blow 
But the mad A tlantic w ill be lait 
astern after entering the strait of Ma­ 
gellan, the inside passage connecting 
the Atlantic w ith the Pacific, and a run 
of 150 miles w ill bring the squadron to 
Sandy Point, or Punta Arenas, the 
southernmost settlem ent of the Am eri­ 
can continent, where the anchors w ill 
be let go and the ships w ill ride the 
smooth water. 
“ All hands coal ship” w ill be the or­ 
der of the day, and the colliers that are 
to go back to the eastern ports of the 
United States w ill be emptied of their 
precious cargo. At Sandy Point the en­ 
gines will be tuned up, the boilers over­ 
hauled, the m achinery repaired and 
everything made shipshape for the next 
long run up the Pacific to Honolulu. 
From Sandy Point to the westward, 
through the inside passages along the 
coasts of Chile and Patagonia, is a trip 
well worth the taking, for here in a 
hundred miles may be beheld scenery of 
unparalleled magnificence. At times our 
squadron w ill steam through a deep 
waterway between high, bare walls of 
solid lock. 
At others towering barren 
cliffs of stone w ill lie close aboard. 
Here will be seen lofty snow capped 
peaks and weather scarred mountains, 
and there will be met steel blue glaciers 
funning from the furrowed sidee of sur- 
rounding chains down to the w ater’s 
edge. 
Green grass aud bleak w inter 


stand aide by sme, anti sun ana rain aim 
snow follow one another as swiftly as 
the passing moments. 
When tho Oregon anti Iowa steam 
through the Magellan strait, the season 
thero will be tho springtime, hut it will 
be hot and cold and wet and dry all in 
an hoot, and whereas a white uniform 
may be pleasant for one minute an over­ 
coat will be needed the next 
Storm 
birds, like the albatross, geneva, cape 
pigeons and paddle wheel ducks, will fly 
■ bout, bat no robins or I arks or sparrows 
will be beard in the land. 
Once oat of the strait the Pacific 
aoean will be steamed into, and the 
oho aces will be ten to one in favor of 
onr squadron catching a fool gale. 
In no part of the world do seas rise 
higher and winds blow harder than off 
the western exit of the strait of Magel­ 
lan. 
Lofty ships carry low sails in 
these Pacific waters, and the Oregon 
and the Iowa will surely not escape. 
They w ill have to give up for a time 
tearing through the m ighty ocean and 
instead w ill be compelled to heave to, 
bring their heads up to meet the seas in 
their coming and just keep their mighty 
engines turning over so as to enable the 
ships to face the music of the howling 
of the gale. 
Perhaps 12 hours of this sort of thing 
will bo long enongh for everybody on 
board to get wet and uncomfortable and 
maybe seasick. 
Each coming sea will 
wash over the decks and tear along the 
sides a smother of foam. The ships will 
plunge their noses into the briny deep 
as far as to their big turrets and then, 
a moment later, toss their rains high up 
out of the water into the air. 
There w ill be rolling, too, plenty of 
it, from the guns on one side to the gnus 
on the other, and there will be general 
discomfort. 
The mess w ill not find it 
an easy m atter to have soup or liquids 
on the table. 
Indeed merely to sit in a 
chair w ill be a gym nastic performance 
But gules, like all other things, w ill in 
tim e come to an end. 
W ithin a week our good squadron, 
speeding to the northw ard, will be well 
beyond this region of tempests and bad 
weather, steaming into the long, easy 
seas of the south Pacific trade winds, 
and many days and nights of finest 
w eather w ill follow. 
To make the Galapagos islands the 
course is to the northw ard for a dis­ 
tance of about 3,900 m iles from Sandy 
P oint 
The Galapagos islands are situated 
nearly on the equator, 000 miles from 
the ooast of Ecuador, to which politic­ 
ally they belong, but there is no govern­ 
m ent 
Wreck bay (Porto Chico) is a 
snug anchorage in Chatham island, 
where perhaps oar ships will go to coal 
up and get some fresh fish and a few 
green vegetables. 
But the question naturally arises, 
after glancing at the chart, why does 
the squadron go to the Galapagos? It is 
not on the route to Honolulu or to any 
other port, and it greatly increases the 
distance from Sandy Point to Honolulu, 
the shortest distance between which is 
0,400 miles. From Sandy Point to G ala­ 
pagos is 3,900 miles, thence to Hono­ 
lulu is 4,700 miles, a total of 8,600 
miles. 
If the Oregon and Iowa need to coal 
to ran from the straits to the Sandwich 
Islands, they - w ill find lying almost 
right in the track between the two ter­ 
m inals the Marquesas islands, about 
4, IOO miles from Sandy Point and abont 
2,400 miles from Honolulu. 
If, however, the M arquesas islands be 
selected ae the roadhouse on the way to 
Hawaii, the squadron w ill reaoh there 
in abont 16 days and Honolulu, 2,400 
m iles distant, in abont nine days more, 
and, allowing for a detention of four 
days in Marquesas, the ships would ar­ 
rive in the harbor of Honolulu the first 
week in December. 
The Marquesas group, 
owned 
by 
France, lie in about latitude IO degrees 
sooth aud longitude 140 degrees west. 
Nukuhiva is the principal island, and 
Anna Maria Bay is the principal settle­ 
ment. The harbor is a good one, though 
subject to violent squalls. 
Good beef, 
vegetables and bread can be obtained, 
but at high prices. 
Leaving the Marquesas, the run up to 
Honolulu can be comfortably made 
w ith smooth seas and gentle breezes, 
and, though the tem perature will be 
high, the breezes w ill make it pleasant. 
Still another route may be pursued 
to Honolulu—namely, via Callao. This 
would offer but few advantages over 
the Galapagos route, being of about the 
same length. At Callao a cable message 
could reach the ships and give informa­ 
tion of w hat further haste might be 
deemed advisable; also extensive re­ 
pairs could be made on shore, Callao 
being well equipped w ith 
machine 
shops and foundries. Further, the stock 
of coal on board the colliers might be 
replenished, if from any cause it might 
be feared they w oald run short before 
reaching Honolulu. 
Once at Honolulu the ships could be 
put into good trim and be ready for the 
next longrun of 5.000 miles across a 
smooth stretch of sea to Manila, to re­ 
port for duty to th at great American 
sailor, Admiral George Dewey, United 
States N avy.— New York Herald.

The reef ut occupation of Omdurmau 
by the A n g lo Egyptian forces in Egypt 
bas revived the interest of the British 
public in the fate of General Gordon. 
One of the most remarkable theories is 
th at be was not actually killed by the 
M ahdists when they entered the belea­ 
guered city, but was either cai ried off in 
captivity or succeed*#! in making good 
his escape into tho somber wilds of Af­ 
rica, where he now lives by choice. 
The foundation of this theory lies in 
the fact that instances of the kind have 
occurred before, notably the case of the 
French Colonel Flatters, who, in 1881, 
was supposed to have been massacred 
by the Touareg Arabs. The party wae 
draw n into ambush by the enemy and 
cut to pieces. Only ten natives escaped, 
and each of these declared th at he had 
seen the colonel fall under the spears of 
his assailants. The colonel was there­ 
fore mourned as dead. Time, however, 
proved that the mourning had been pre­ 
m ature, for nearly 14 years afterward 
an official scout of the arm y actually 
saw Colonel Flatters alive, although he 
was not permitted to hold conversation 
w ith him. 
N either Asiatics nor Africans are re­ 
markable for the veracity of their state­ 
ments, and the information received 
concerning the alleged death of General 
Gordon was identically of the same 
character as that elicited w ith regard to 
the death of the French colonel—name­ 
ly, by the evidence of a native. 
The 
fact, therefore, that Flatters is still 
alive gives rise to the hope that Gor­ 
don’s death may have been really the 
outcome of a native’s too vivid imagina­ 
tion. 
Those who knew Gordon well testify 
to his continual railings against the 
hypocrisy and veneer of modern civiliza 
tion. He was forever yearning for a life 
of complete seclusion or for one among 
simple and untutored savages. He gave 
strong expression to these views just 
prior to his departure for the Sudan in 
1884, and it is not absolutely unreason 
able to suppose he should have availed 
himself of the fall of K hartum —anc 
w hat he believed to be the desertion of 
his countrymen, which m ust have put 
the crowning touch to his bitterness 
against civilization—to disappear into 
the wilds of Africa. 
The British authorities in India are 
well aware that there are numbers of 
English women, chiefly the daughters of 
officers killed during the great sepoy 
m utiny, who are at the present moment 
wearing out their lives in captivity be 
bind the bars of native zenanas. 
Some 
of them were mere infants a t the time 
of their capture, while there are others 
who were already grown up when they 
first became unwilling inm ates of the 
harem. 
Being no longer young, these 
latter would have been released long 
since had not their owners feared the 
punishment that would be meted out to 
them by the British authorities were it 
to be known that they had retained 
English women in their zenanas against 
their will. 
Officers and soldiers who took part in 
the great m utiny w ith whom I have 
conversed upon the subject have often 
drawn my attention to the fact that, 
whereas the British troops found the re 
mains of thousands of Englishmen and; 
English women who bad been massacred: 
by the natives 
at Cawnpnr, Delhi, 
Meerut and other places, they never 
found the corpses of any young girls or 
of female infants, and the case of Cap­ 
tain Kyuu of the Gwalior contingent 
was cited among others as an illustra­ 
tion of this peculiarity. 
When order 
was established after the mutiny, the 
remains of Captain Ryan and his wife 
were discovered, bat no trace whatso­ 
ever could be found of the three little 
daughters of the captain nor of the four 
or five young unmarried ladies who 
were on 
intim ate 
terms with Mrs. 
Ryan, and who, on the outbreak of the 
insurrection, had sought refuge beneath 
her roof. 
More than once bas the question been 
debated by the police magistrates in In ­ 
dia as to whether it would not be possi­ 
ble to secure the release of these cap­ 
tives. 
They all agreed, however, that 
the project was impossible. It is against 
the policy of the government to inter­ 
fere w ith native prejudices, and few of 
these are so strong as those connected 
w ith the settlement of harem life. The 
list of those men and women who have 
mysteriously—voluntarily or involun­ 
tarily-disappeared from the midst of 
their friends, leaving no clew to their 
whereabouts, m ight be extended till sev­ 
eral columns were filled. I merely place 
here a few facts in support of the theory 
that General Gordon is still living a 
solitary life in some remote African dis­ 
trict, far from civilization and the 
shams and guiles which be abominated.

On the following day Miss Cole’s lips 
were swollen, and she oould not account 
for it. 
She consulted Dr. Vroom of 
Ridgewood, who ascribed it to the post­ 
age stamps and treated her accordingly. 
The girl went to Ridgewood, visiting 
the home of her parents, and found the 
whole family ill from typhoid fever 
Then she went to the home of her uncle, 
Alonzo Campbell. She did not make 
much progress toward recovery aud 
sent for Dr. Near, who also said the 
postage stamps had caused the poison­ 
ing. Miss Cole’s condition is much im­ 
proved, and, what is more remarkable, 
her brother, who has not been treated 
for the poisoning, bu* for typhoid fever, 
also is much better. The idea is ad­ 
vanced that the symptoms of poisoning 
shown by the girl’s twin brother are of 
a sympathetic character.—New Yolk 
Press.

A rather singular 
feature of the case is that her tw in 
brother, who bas not been using postage 
stamps or anything else that would poi­ 
son bim, is suffering from symptoms of 
poisoning in precisely the same m anner 
as his sister, his lips, neck and one arm 
being affected. 
Miss Cole is 18 years old and always 
enjoyed good health until her present 
affliction came. 
A few weeks ago her 
employer dictated a great m any letters. 
Miss Cole affixed the stamps to them. 
On the following day Miss Cole’s lips 
were swollen, and she could not account 
for it. 
She consulted Dr. Vroom of 
Ridgewood, who ascribed it to the post­ 
age stamps and treated her accordingly. 
The girl w ent to Ridgewood, visiting 
the home of her parents, and found the 
whole fam ily ill from typhoid fever. 
Then she w ent to the home of ber uncle, 
Alonzo Campbell. 
She did not make 
much progress toward 
recovery and 
sent for Dr. Near, who also said the 
postage stam ps had caused the poison­ 
ing. Miss Cole’s condition is much im ­ 
proved, and, w hat is more remarkable, 
her brother, who has not been treated 
for the poisoning, bu® for typhoid fever, 
also is m uch better. The idea is ad­ 
vanced th at the symptoms of poisoning 
shown by the g irl’s tw in brother are of 
a sym pathetic character.—New York 
Press.

WAR INVESTIGATION. 


D ,‘ 
At Jacksonville, 
Condemned 
Some of the Methods In 
Hospitals. 


Jack son ville, Fla., Oct. 30.—The 
war invest g iting commission began its 
work in it.- new quarters at the Jack­ 
sonville city hall with Major Noble ll. 
Greager, depot quartermaster, on the 
stand. Ho said there never had been 
any serious shortage of supplies in tho 
Seventh corps, and he was sure there 
had been no suffering caused by a deii- 
ciency of supplies. 
Congressman James R. Campbell, 
colonel of tue Ninth Illinois volunteers, 
spoke rn complimentary terms of the 
administration of the officers of the 
ST™/* ■“Ting that requisitions of all 
kinds had been promptly filled and that 
the quality of the articles supplied was 
generally good. 
There had been some 
complaints, however, as to the charac­ 
ter of the refrigerator beef, but investi­ 
gation had developed the fact that 
while the meat had been received in 
good order it had spoiled because of ex­ 
posure in hot weather. 
lieutenant Moore, acting commissary 
of Ninth Illinois, was questioned in re- 
Bard to the quality of rations. He said 
there had been no difficulty, except as 
to the fresh beef, and agreed with 
Colonel Campbell that there had been 
no trouble an account of meat since the 
arrangement had been made to take 
cured hams instead of beef. 
Dr. R. D. Fry, major and executive 
officer of the Third division hospital, 
said the Montauk Point patients had 
lacked for nothing and were excellently 
taken care of by both physicians and 
nurses. At Jb ort McPherson there were 
at one time 935 patients, There was no 
material shortage in drugs or food at 
this point, but occasionally there was a 
slight deficiency, which was, however, 
quickly overcome. 
Speaking of the hospital in which he 
is engaged bere, he said the location 
was as good as could be secured in this 
vicinity, but that the general surround­ 
ings were not suitable to hospital ser­ 
vice. At times the hospital had been 
slightly overcrowded. This was due to 
emergency. 
The patients, however, 
had been well cared for by both physi­ 
cians and nurses, and the hospital sup­ 
plies were abundant and good. Many 
of the nurses are females. They are 
generally very competent. There was 
always one nurse on duty for every 
three patients on the average. Up to 
date 1,700 patients had been treated at 
the hospitals. There had been only 78 
deaths. About 90 per cent of the cases 
were from typhoid fever. This was a 
smaller per cent than the average mor­ 
tality in civilian hospitals. 
Dr. Frye condemned some of the 
methods rn vogue in the hospitals and 
said that in many cases the contract- 
physicians and members of the hospital 
corps were incompetent. 
The commission has decided that one 
of its members should be in the com­ 
mission office at Washington and 
Colonel Denby has been selected foi 
this service. 
In reply to a request from General 
Dodge, Major Frye gave his opinion as 
to the origin of the popular excitement 
concerning conditions at 
Montauk 
Point. He said that from 50 to 75 poi 
cent of the men were sick when they 
landed there. Many were compelled tc 
lie upon the bare ground and they nat­ 
urally suffered from exposure. He also 
asserted that reporters of the many 
newspapers had been sent to the camp 
under instructions to find all that was 
bad and nothing that was good. 
General Williston had been at Mon­ 
tauk from Aug. IO to Sept. 13, and 
superintended the debarkation of the 
troops and the location of the infantry 
regiments in camp. So far as the men 
who were not siok were concerned they 
were well provided for. He said the 
site was splendidly adapted to camp 
service, and that the camp was abund­ 
antly supplied with stores of all kinds.

The 
imeudmeat authorizes bishops to take 
meter their spiritual guidance congrega­ 
tions which aoeept the essential tenets 
pf the church, although they do not 
iitriotiv observe the ohnrch ritual. 
The 
amendment was adopted with minor 
ihauges as part of the canons instead 
ol the constitution.

a place of refuge. 
Mrs. Davik has 
a num ber of near relatives who are 
connected

the 
governm ent, 
but so strong was the feeling of the 
Turks against them th at they were 
compelled to leave to save their lives. 
Rev. Mr. Davis preached to his people 
25 years before they gave up the strag ­ 
gle. 
Some of the'ir relatives were m ur­ 
dered by the Turks. 
Upon coming to this country they de­ 
cided to settle in the Pittsburg district, 
where there are m any Armenians, Mr. 
Davis expecting to preach to them , but 
he became ill, and is now an invalid at 
Beaver Falls, where the fam ily reside. 
Mrs. Davik delivered an interesting 
address at the First Presbyterian church 
after prayerm eeting last night.

The distance from New York to Babia, 
Brazil, is 4, IOO miles. This is the length 
of line our battleships Oregon, under 
the command of 
C aptain Albert G. 
Barker, and Iowa, under the command 
of Captain Silas W. Terry, w ill have to 
travel on the provisions and cool they 
will carry in them on the first leg of 
their journey to M anila. 
The squadron should make an anchor­ 
age in Bahia about 16 days after leav­ 
ing New York, allow ing its rate of 
progress to be IO knots, or 250 miles a 
day. 
W hen the Oregon came north from 
Bahia, via Barbados and Jupiter, to 
Key W est last May, she covered 4,192 
m iles in 15 flays. This is a t the rate of 
279 m iles a clay, or 11.0 knots, and she 
consumed 1,176.4 tons of coal. 
She 
could do this over again on the way 
back were it considered advisable, for 
the total coal capacity of th is ship is 
about 1.000 tons, and the Iow a’s stow ­ 
age is larger. Further, colliers art* al­ 
ready en ronte to Bahia to meet the 
ships on their arrival, so th at the Ore­ 
gon and Iowa need not economize in 
coal if great haste be necessary. 
lf our ships should leave Sandy Point 
the first week in November and steam 
at the rate of 250 miles a day, they 
would reach the Galapagos in about 15 
days, say, by Nov. 20. 
A stay of three 
or four days would be sufficient for coal 
ing and cleaning up, and by the 25th 
the squadron should leave for Honolulu 
and reach that port, 4,700 m iles distant, 
in 19 days at most, say, by Dec. IO. 
Bahia de Todos lot Santos, or Bay of 
All Saints, as a place of call for vessels, 
is very convenient. 
It is healthy aud 
easy of ingress and egress w ithout the 
aid of a pilot. 
Bahia, or San Salvador, 
stands on elevated land tw o m iles rn nth 
of the entrance point of the spacious bay. 
Probably a stay of three days w ill be 
long enough to enable them to fill up 
from the colliers aw aiting them there. 
When away, they w ill stand to the 
southw ard for M agellan strait, 8,000 
m iles distant. 
D aring the m onths of October and 
November, about the tim e when oar 
squadron w ill be well down toward the 
Falkland islands, galop of wind are fre­ 
quent in the South A tlantic. They com­ 
mence blowing from the northwest, and 
then tnrn to the southw est and kick ap 
a heavy sea th at w ill be rig h t in the 
teeth of the ships, and perhaps roll over 
their bows aud shake things up a little, 
but this is only w hat is to be expected 
in the neighborhood of Gape Horn. 
The ships w ill now be nearing the 
end of the first half of tlieir long jour­ 
ney, and Cape Virgin, the eastern en­ 
trance of the strait of Magellan, lying 
to the west of the Falkland island pas­ 
sage, w ill be soon sighted. 
The way 
down has been a long one, approxim ate­ 
ly 7,000 m iles over deep water, yet it 
has been on the whole a fair weather 
voyage. 
If a speed of 250 m iles a day 
can be m aintained, and th at is w hat it 
is thonght w ill be the pace, a m onth 
w ill see our vessels stopping off the 
half way honse, Handy Point, located 
midway between the tw o m ighty oceans. 
It will be Nov. I by th at time, and 
the weather, though it w ill 
he the 
spring of the year in those climes, w ill 
be cool, about 60 degrees. Sixty degrees 
of tem perature when a gale is blowing 
is oold, and our squadron is almost sun* 
to enter the quieter waters of the strait 
through the teeth of ju st such a heavy 
blow 
But the mad A tlantic w ill be left 
astern after entering the strait of Ma­ 
gellan, the inside passage connecting 
the A tlantic w ith the Pacific, aud a run 
of 150 miles w ill bring the squadron to 
Handy Point, or Punta Arenus, the 
southernmost settlem ent of the Am en- 
can continent, where the anchors w ill 
be let go and the ships w ill ride the 
smooth water. 
"A ll hands coal ship*' w ill be the or­ 
der of the day, and the colliers that are 
to go back to the eastern ports of the 
United Htates w ill be emptied of their 
precious carga At Handy Point the en­ 
gines w ill be tuned up, the boilers over­ 
hauled, the machinery repaired and 
everything made shipshape for the next 
long ran up the Pacific to Honolulu. 
From Handy Point to the westward, 
through the inside passages along the 
coasts of Chile aud Patagonia, is a ti ip 
well worth the taking, for here in a 
hundred miles may be beheld scenery of 
unparalleled magnificence. At time* our 
squadron w ill steam through a deep 
waterway between high, bare walls of 
solid lock. 
At others tow ering barren 
cliffs of stone will lie close aboard. 
Here will he seen lofty snow capped 
peaks and weather scarred mountains, 
and there w ill be met steel blue glaciers 
running fioiu the I arrowed sides of Bur 
rounding chains down to the w ater’s 
edim 
Green grass aud bleak w inter 


stand aide by side, aaa sun ana ram ana 
snow follow one another as sw iftly as 
the parsing momenta. 
When the Oregon and Iowa steam 
through the Magellan strait, the season 
there will be tho springtime, but it will 
be hot and cold and wet and dry ail in 
an hour, and whereas a white uniform 
may be pleasant for one ruinate an over 
coat will be needed the next 
Storm 
birds, like the albatross, goneys, cape 
pigeons and paddle wheel ducks, will fly 
about, bat no robins or I arks or sparrows 
will be beard in the land. 
Once oot of the strait the Pacific 
Doenu w ill be steamed into, and the 
chances will be ten to one in favor of 
onr squadron catching a foul gale. 
In no part of the world do seas rise 
higher and winds blow harder than off 
the western exit of the strait of Magel­ 
lan. 
Lofty ships carry low sails in 
these Pacific waters, and the Oregon 
and the Iowa will surely not escape. 
They w ill have to give up for a time 
tearing through the m ighty ocean and 
instead w ill be compelled to heave to, 
bring their heads up to meet the seas in 
their coming and just keep their mighty 
engines turning over so as to enable the 
ships to face the inusio of the howling 
of the gale. 
Perhaps 12 hours of this sort of thing 
will be long enough for everybody on 
board to get wet and uncomfortable and 
maybe seasick. 
Each coming sea will 
wash over the decks and tear along the 
sides a smother of foam. The ships will 
plunge their noses into the briny deep 
as far as to their big turrets and then, 
a moment later, toss their ram s high up 
out of the w ater into the air. 
There w ill be rolling, too, plenty of 
it, from the guns on one side to the guns 
on the other, and there will be general 
discomfort. 
The mess w ill not find it 
an easy m atter to have soup or liquids 
on the table. 
Indeed merely to sit iii a 
chair w ill be a gymnastic performance 
But gales, like all other things, w ill in 
tim e come to an end. 
W ithin a week our good squadron, 
speeding to the northward, w ill be well 
beyond this region of tempests and bad 
weather, steam ing into the long, easy 
seas of the south Pacific trade winds, 
and many days and nights of finest 
w eather w ill follow. 
To make the Galapagos islands the 
course is to the northw ard for a dis­ 
tance of about 8,900 miles from Handy 
Point 
The Galapagos islands are situated 
nearly on the equator, 600 miles from 
the coast of Ecuador, to which politic­ 
ally they beloug, but there is no govern­ 
m ent 
Wreck bay (Porto Chico) is a 
snug anchorage in Chatham island, 
where perhaps our ships will go to coal 
up and get some fresh fish and a few 
green vegetables. 
But the question naturally arises, 
after glancing at the chart, why does 
the squadron go to the Galapagos? It is 
not on the route to Honolulu or to any 
other port, and it greatly increases the 
distance from Sandy Point to Honolulu, 
the shortest distance between which is 
6.400 miles. From Handy Point to G ala­ 
pagos is 3,900 miles, thence to Hono­ 
lulu is 4,700 miles, a total of 8,000 
miles. 
If the Oregon and Iowa need to coal 
to ran from the straits to the Sandwich 
Islands, they w ill find lying almost 
right in the track between the two ter­ 
m inals the Marquesas islands, about 
4, IOO miles from Handy Point and about 
2.400 miles from Honolulu. 
If, however, the Marquesas islands be 
selected as the roadhouse on the way to 
Hawaii, the squadron will reaoh there 
in abont 16 days and Honolulu, 2,400 
m iles distant, in abont nine days more, 
and, allowing for a detention of four 
days in Marquesas, the ships would ar­ 
rive in the harbor of Honolulu the first 
week in December. 
The Marquesas group, 
owned 
by 
France, lie in aboat latitude IO degrees 
south and longitude 140 degrees west. 
N ukuhiva is the principal island, and 
Anna Maria Bay is the principal settle­ 
ment. The harbor is a good one, though 
subject to violent squalls. 
Good beef, 
vegetables aud bread can be obtained, 
(tut at high prices. 
leaving the Marquesas, the run up to 
Honolulu can 
be comfortably made 
w ith smooth seas and gentle breezes, 
aud, though the tem perature will be 
high, the breezes w ill make it pleasant. 
Htill another route may be pursued 
to Honolulu—namely, via Callao. This 
would offer but few advantages over 
the Galapagos route, being of about the 
same length. At Callao a cable message 
could reach the ships sud give informa­ 
tion of w hat further haste might be 
deemed advisable; also extensive re­ 
pairs could be made on shore, Callao 
being well equipped w ith 
machine 
shops aud foundries. Further, the stock 
of coal on board the colliers m ight be 
replenished, if from any cause it might 
be feared they woald run short before 
reaching Honolulu. 
Once at Honolulu the ships oould be 
put into good trim and be ready for the 
next lo n g ru n of 5.000 miles across a 
smooth stretch of sea to Manila, to re- 
port for duty to that great American 
sailor, Adm iral George Dewey, United 
Htates N avy.— New York Herald. 


TUE FATE OF GORDON 


A REMARKABLE THEORY RECENTLY 
ADVANCED IN ENGLAND.

The recent o c c u p a tio n of Om dunnan 
by the Anglo Egyptian forces in Egypt 
has revived the interest of the British 
public in the fate of General Gordon. 
One of the most remarkable theories is 
th at he was not actually killed by the 
M ahdists when they entered the belea­ 
guered city, but was either cairied off in 
captivity or succeeded in making good 
his escape into the somber wilds of Af­ 
rica, where he now lives by choice. 
The foundation of this theory lies in 
the fact that instances of the kind have 
occurred before, notably the case o,f the 
French Colonel Flatters, who, in 1881, 
was supposed to have been massacred 
by the Touareg Arabs. 
The party was 
draw n into ambush by the enemy and 
cut to pieces. Only ten natives escaped, 
and each of these declared that he had 
seen the colonel fall under the spears of 
his assailants. 
The colonel was there­ 
fore mourned as dead. Time, however, 
proved that the mourning bad been pre­ 
mature, for nearly 14 years afterw ard 
an official scout of the army actually 
saw Colonel Flatters alive, although ho 
was not. perm itted to hold conversation 
with him. 
N either Asiatics nor Africans are re­ 
markable for the veracity of their state­ 
ments, and the information received 
concerning the alleged death of General 
Gordon was identically of the same 
character as that elicited w ith regard to 
the death of the French colonel—name­ 
ly, by the evidence of a native. 
The 
fact, therefore, that Flatters is still 
alive gives rise to the hope that Gor­ 
don’s death may have been really the 
outcome of a native’s too vivid im agina­ 
tion. 
Those who knew Gordon well testify 
to his continual railings against the 
hypocrisy and veneer of modern civiliza­ 
tion. He was forever yearning for a life 
of complete seclusion or for one among 
simple and untutored savages. He gave 
strong expression to these views just 
prior to his departure for the Sudan in 
1884, and it is not absolutely unreason­ 
able to suppose he should have availed 
himself of the fall of K hartum —and 
w hat he believed to be the desertion of 
his countrymen, which m ust have put 
the crowning touch to his bitterness 
against civilization—to disappear into 
the wilds of Africa. 
The British authorities in India are 
well aware that theie are numbers of 
English women, chiefly the daughters of 
officers killed during the great sepoy 
m utiny, who are at the present moment 
wearing out their lives in captivity be­ 
hind the bars of native zenanas. 
Home 
of them were mere infants at the time 
of their capture, while there are others 
who were already grown up when they 
first became unw illing inmates of the 
harem. 
Being no longer young, these 
latter would have been released long 
since had not their owners feared the 
punishment that would be meted out to 
them by the British authorities were it 
to be known that they had retained 
English women in their zenanas against 
their will. 
Officers and soldiers who tixik part in 
the great m utiny w ith whom I have 
conversed upon the subject have often 
drawn my attention to the fact that, 
whereas the British troops found the re 
mains of thousands of Englishmen and 
English women who had been massacred 
by the natives 
at Cawupur, Delhi, 
Meerut and other places, they never 
found the corpses of any young girls or 
of female infants, and the case of Cap­ 
tain Ryan of the Gwalior contingent 
was cited among others as an illustra 
tion of this peculiarity. 
When order 
was established after the mutiny, the 
remains of Captain Ryan and his wife 
were discovered, but no trace whatso­ 
ever could be found of the three little 
daughters of the captain nor of the four 
or five young unmarried ladies who 
were on 
intim ate 
terms with Mrs. 
Ryan, and who, on the outbreak of the 
insurrection, had sought refuge beneath 
her roof. 
More than once has the question been 
debated by the police magistrates in In ­ 
dia as to whether it would not be possi­ 
ble to secure the release of these cap­ 
tives. 
They ail agreed, however, that 
the project was impossible. It is against 
the policy of the government to inter­ 
fere with native prejudices, and few of 
these are so strung as those connected 
w ith the settlem ent of harem life. The 
list of those men and women who have 
mysteriously—voluntarily or involun­ 
tarily-disappeared from the midst of 
their friends, leaving no clew to their 
whereabouts, m ight be extended till sev­ 
eral columns were filled. I inerelv nj ana 
here a few facts in support of i h e t h e ^ 
that General Gordon is still living a 
solitary life in some remote African dis­ 
trict, far 
from 
civilization and the 
shams aud guiles which he abominated. 
—Cor. Cincinnati Enquirer.

W AB INVESTIGATION. 


Dr. Frye, at Jack*«uvill«, 
Condemned 


Som e o f th e 
M ethod* In 


Hospitals. 


Jacksonville, Fla., (Jct. 20.—The 
war invest g 'ting oommission began its 
work in it* new quarters at the Jack­ 
sonville city hall with Major Noble ll. 
Creager, depot quartermaster, on the 
stand. 
He said there never had been 
any serious shortage of supplies iu the 
Seventh corps, arni he was sure there 
had been no suffering caused by a defi­ 
ciency of supplies. 
Congressman 
James R. Campbell, 
colonel of tue Ninth Illinois volunteers, 
spoke in complimentary terms of the 
administration of the officers of the 
?rmy*, saying that requisitions of all 
kinds had been promptly filled and that 
the quality of the articles supplied was 
generally good. 
There had been some 
complaints, However, as to the charac­ 
ter of the refrigerator beef, but investi­ 
gation had developed the fact that 
while the meat had been received in 
good order it had spoiled because of ex 
posture in hot weather. 
Lieutenant Moore, acting commissary 
of Ninth Illinois, was questioned in re­ 
gard to the quality of rations. 
He said 
there had been no difficulty, except as 
to the fresh beef, and agreed with 
Colonel Campbell that there had been 
no trouble an account of meat since the 
arrangement had been made to take 
cured hams instead of beef. 
Dr. R .D . Fry, major and executive 
officer of the Third division hospital, 
said the Montauk Point patients had 
lacked for nothing and were excellently 
taken care of by both physicians and 
nurses. At bort McPherson there were 
at one time 925 patients, 
There was no 
material shortage in drugs or food at 
this point, but occasionally there was a 
slight deficiency, which was, however, 
quickly overcome. 
Speaking of the hospital in which he 
is engaged here, he said the location 
was as good as could be secured in this 
vicinity, but that the general surround­ 
ings were not suitable to hospital ser­ 
vice. 
At times the hospital had been 
slightly overcrowded. 
This was due to 
emergency. 
The patients, however, 
had been well cared for by both physi­ 
cians and nurses, and the hospital sup 
plies were abundant aud good. 
Many 
of the nurses are females. 
They are 
generally very competent. 
There was 
always one nurse on duty for every 
three patients on the average. 
Up to 
date 1,700 patients had been treated at 
the hospitals. 
There had been only 73 
deaths. 
About 90 per cent of the cases 
were from typhoid fever. 
This was a 
smaller p<r cent than the average mor 
tality in civilian hospitals. 
Dr. Frye condemned some of the 
methods iii vogue in the hospitals and 
said that in many cases the contract 
physicians and members of the hospital 
corps were incompetent. 
The commission has decided that one 
of its members should be in the com 
mission 
office 
at Washington 
and 
Colonel Den by bas been selected fox 
this service. 
In reply to a request from General 
Dodge, Major Frye gave his opinion as 
to the origin of the popular excitement 
concerning 
conditions 
at 
Montauk 
Point. 
He said that from 50 to 75 pei 
cent of the men were sick when they 
landed there. Many were compelled tc 
lie upon the bare ground and they nat 
urally suffered from exposure. 
He also 
asserted that reporters of the many 
newspapers had been sent to tile camp 
under instructions to find ail that was 
bad and nothing that was good. 
General Williston had been at Mon 
tauk from Aug. IO to Sept. 13, and 
superintended the debarkation of tbs 
troops and the location of the infantry 
regiments in camp. 
So far as the men 
who were not sick were concerned they 
were well provided for. 
He said tbs 
site was splendidly adapted to camp 
service, and that the camp was aband 
autly supplied with stores of all kinds.
